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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/574,594, filed 04 April 
2006. Claims 14-26 are pending. 



Documents

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used 
in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given 
in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 23 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Claim 23, lines 2-3, "one of aluminum andor plastic" should be —one of 
aluminum and plastic--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 14: 

• Lines 2-3 recite the limitation "an axially slidable manner". It is unclear which 
axially slidable manner that the claimed limitation is referring to. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countrv or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 14, 16 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U. 
S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2003/00663368 Al to Koerber et al. (hereinafter 
referred to as Koerber). 

Claims 14, 16 and 22-26: 

Koerber (Figs. 1-4; paragraphs [0018] to [0024]) discloses a manual transmission 

comprising: 

• A shift shaft (i.e., Fig. 2, element 7); 

• A plurality of shifting forks (i.e., paragraph [0022]); 

• A selection apparatus (i.e., Fig. 3) for selection one of the plurality of shifting 
forks; 

• A blocking apparatus (i.e., Fig. 1, elements 10, 1 1) for prevention of movement of 
non-selected shifting forks; 

• An additional shaft (i.e., Fig. 2, element 8); 

• An actuator (i.e., Fig. 2, element 9); 

• Wherein the actuator (9) axially displaces the shift shaft (7) for carrying out the 
shifting procedure; 

• An additional actuator (i.e., Fig. 2, element 10); 

• Ring-shaped engagement units (i.e., Fig. 2, elements 1); and 

• Wherein the actuators are electro-mechanical actuators. 
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Note: 

It should be noted that it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in 
the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 15 and 17-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

• Narita et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,085,607) teaches a power transmission device having a 
shifting mechanism, as shown in Fig. 8. 

• Ishida et al. (U. S. Patent No. 4,784,007) teaches an apparatus for actuating a 
transmission, as shown in Fig. 3(A).
